MONTREAL'S $ GAVERNS| 


LITTLE . KNOWN SEPULCHRES | 
WHERE CLERGY LIE BURIED. 


Beneath the Roar of the Great City’ $s! 
Lite Are to Be Found Hundreds 
of Tombs Where Rest the Earthly | 


Remains of Men Who Served the | 


\ Altars Above—They Range From 
Archbishops to Humblest Priests. 


Far from the roar of life, the dead 
sleep their long sleep behind the 
mountain; but not all who die in 
Montreal are sepultured in the quict 
“city of the dead.” 

The dust of many is beneath the 
streets over which modern life moves 
with feverish activity. 

Pious custom in the Roman Catho- 
lie Church, has decreed that those 
who serve altars shall sleep beneath 
them when labor is ended; and in # 
city su distinctively Roman Cathe! 
as Montreal, the number of 
sepulchres might be expected t: 
large. 

Archbishops, bishops, 
priests, rest beneath the sanctuaries 
of the various Roman Catholic 
churches in Montreal, 

A vurious and eager life passes, 
over their heads, but “cannot break 
their sleep.” 

In a past day, they were influen- 
tial. They filled their sacred position 
with ability, and with zeal. They 
‘spoke the living word. 

They delivered their solemn mes- 
sage, and now they rest from their 
labors beneath those altars which 
are served by others. 

One can see their graves in 
darkniss of subterranean depths. 

By the flickering light, you can see 
the coffin-shaped mounds, made of 
conercte, which tells of sepulehre be- 
neath; decipher the Latin inserin- 
tions on the walls, which set forth 
the vanity of all things mortal, and 
the trugedy of human mutation. 

“Vanitas; vanitatum.’ 

The little army of priests” of the 
Sulpiciun Order, which was founded 
in Paris in 1641 by Monsieur Jean 
Jacques Oliver, and a branch of 
which was set up in Montreal in 
1657, and who lubored in the young 
colony under hardships of the most 
poignant nature, sleep under the 
vaults in the great Notre Dame 
Church which is shortly to be the 
ecene of unequalled splendors in 
connection with the Eucharistic Con- 
gress. 

All told, there are 135 buried under 
the sanctuary in Notre Dame. 

Their names are kept in the regis- 
ters of the Grand Seminary. 

“Come I will show you,” said Cure 
Troie, of the great parish church, in 
that gentle voice of hia. 

Down the long flight of steps, deep 
down into the bowels of the Ay 
and one sees, by the aid of the elec- 
tric flush, a great stone wall, streteh- 
ing across the width of the church. 

“80 this, then, is the door which 
leads to the catacombs?” 

“No, you are mistaken. This door 
leads to the vault in which we keep 
the ornaments of the church.” 

“Ornaments? Souvenirs?” 

“Yes; souvenirs of the past; gifts, 
relics, things of value from their age 
and the associations linked with 
them. 

“But here you see the vault which 
contains the dead. At least, you can- 
not see it actually, for you see it is 
sealed up. 

“This vault, which contains the 
remains of the Sulpician priests, has 
been sealed up since 1875, Since that 
date none have been buried at Notre 
Dame. This church was built in 
1829. We took over from the crypt 
of the old parish church all the bodies 
that were there, and deposited them 
in this vault. We have gone on bury- 
ing in this church from that date un- 
til 1875, since which all the burials 
have taken place in the Grand Sern- 
inary vaults on Sherbrooke airnete 

“Well, when the burials ceased, 
closed up the vault. We placed this 
marble slub against it. And above 
the slab you see this picture, which 
tells of prayer in the presence of 
death 

“Now, if one could brenk down this 
wall, what would one see?” 

“You would see a large 
the centre of a level spuce.

“The coffins have not been placed 
in tiers?" 

“Oh, no. They have been 
in the eurth, side by side, 
course, one on top of the other; bu 
not runged in the shelf-like way 
which you will see in the catacomb» 
of Rome.”

“There is nothing visible, then?” 
“Nothing. There is simply the

“How many would you say?” 

“Well, the list of names is care- 
fully kept by the Grand Seminary on 
Sherbrooke street; but there is prob- 
ably over one hundred priests buried 
there, belonging to the Sulpician 
Order—priests who served the young 
colony long before the Cession, and 
who were sent out to this country 
from France.” 

“And bishops?” 


“One bishop--Mgr. Ponbriand. The | 


rest are all priests. Now, since 1875, 


all the priests ars buried vin the | 
vaults on Sherbrooke street.’ 

“Now, since that date, this vault 
has never been opened?” 

‘Never.’ 

“And there is no thought of open- 
ing it?” 

“To what end? The remains are 
dust. We have the register. We 
know each name.” 

At St. Ann’s church, in Griffin- 
town, the priests of the Redemptorist 


Order are buried in vaults which 
are arranged on the successive tier 
plan. ‘Fhe coffins are placed along 
the walls, layer upon layer, until the 
ceiling is reached, 

Each coffin is, of course, covered 
in with brick, and a brick lining se- 
arates each coffin, but the principle | 
s that of the catacombs.

| ing: -place of Mary Morison, 


HARDINGE AS SPORTSMAN, 


New Viceroy of India Is Keenly Inter. 
ested In Polo. 


Sir Charles Hardinge, the new vice- | 


roy of India, has taken the name of 
Lord Penshurst on his elevation to 
the peerage, from his country place at 
Penshurst, near Tonbridge, in Kent. 
Much has been written of Sir Charles’ 
cleverness as a diplomat, of his abso- 
lute freedom from political partisan- 
ship, which is a matter of such im-. 
portance in a permanent servant of 
the state, of his broad statesmanship: 
and of his exceptional knowledge of 
court etiquette and ceremonial. But 
nowhere have seen gny mention 
made of his qualities as a sportsman, 
says a recent writer in a London 
paper. Yet sportsmanship is import- 
ant in India, where no one can hope 
to achieve succesa.in any high office 
who is not a sportaman. Charles Har- 
dinge, or rather, as I should call him 
now, Lord Penshurst, is a particularly 
adept and enthusiastic polo player, 
extremely fond of hunting, an excel- 
lent shot, and, of course skillful in 
court tennis and in the royal game of 
golf. A statesman who can lea‘! in 
all these sports acquires a far greater 
prestige and influence among the zemi- 
independent princes a | petty native 
rulers of India than the administrator 
who is content to endeavor to rule 
from his desk. In fact, the most suc. 
cessful Viceroy and governors of In- 
dia have always been those who ex. 
celled in sport. 

Lord Penshurst has appointed as his 
private secretary J. Houssemayne Du 
Boulay, a son of the well-known head 
master of Winchester College and one 
of the many brilliant men who huve 
graduated from Balliol, Oxford. He 
was private secretary to two auccea- 
sive governors of Bombay — namely, 
Lord Northcote and Lord Lamington, 
spending seven years in that capacity, 
and greatly distinguished himself by 
his pluck and ans inistrative ability 
az a special commissioner of the 
Government during the plague, re- 
ceiving for his ¢ervices as such the 
Order of the Indian Empire. Before 
becoming private secretary to Lord 
Northcote he was for several years 
a magistrate in India, and his knowl- 
edge, therefore, of the Anglo-Indian 
ndininistration of India and of native 
life in that great dependency is quite 
exceptional, 

The private secretary to the Viceroy 
is one of the most important fuctors 
in the administration of England's 
great Oriental empire. In fact, so 
great is his influence and power that 
he has often been described as the 
Deputy Viceroy. Every document, 
every letter, every appeal, 
every di, nitary, reaches the Viceroy 
through him, and he is also the com- 
municator of the Governor-General’s 
commands, views and vishes. He is 
sense of the word the right 


in ever 

hand of the Viceroy, a far more im- 
porent parecnage: indeed, than the 
fatter’ 8 inet Ministers. It depends 
largely u his cleverness, his ju‘lg- 
ment bast is tact whether the vice- 


royalty of his chief is a success or 
a failure, and the fact that Lord Pens 


hurst has chosen so admittedly cap- | 


able a man as Du Boulay for the post 
has created a most favorable impres- 
sion throughout India, in nbeliaexe 
well as in native circles. 

Nearly all the private secretaries of 
Viceroys have been men of distine- 
tion, and among the ones whose names 
occur to me at the present moment are 
Lord Northcote’s private secretary, 
Sir Evelyn Baring, who afterward rul- 
ed over Egypt, for nearly a quarter of 
a century as Lord Cromer; Sir Donald 
Mackenzie Wallace, who was private 
secretary to Lord Dufferin, and Sir 
Walter Lawrence, who was private 
secretary to Lord Curzon, and has re- 
ceived a baronetcy, as well as a num- 


ber of orders of knighthood, for his 
services. 
A Record. 
It is rather remarkable that the 


present British Government shouil’ 
contain no fewer than three Jewa 
among its members, Sir Rufus Isaacs, 
the Solicitor-General, being the (iuirt

a record. Of course, Lord Beacons- 
field will always remain the most fam- 
ous Jew numbered among the gover- 
nors of Great Britain; but Lord Kea- 
consfield did not retain the Jewish 
faith, and since his death there haa! 
been no conspicuous Jewish Ministee 


| until the present time. 


It is interesting that the Permanent 
Secretary of the Postoffice now presid- 
ed over by Herbert Samuel, is a fel- 
low Jew—Sir Matthew Nathan, Lord 
Swaythling is one of the four Jewish 
members of the House of Lords, the 
others being Lords Michelham, Roth. 
schild, and Wandsworth. There are 
also four Jewish Privy Councillors— 
Lord Rothschild, Mr. Samuel, Sir Ed- 
gar Speyer, and Mr. Arthur Cohen, 
K.C. F

A striking individual tribute to the 
late King was paid by a veteran asplit- 
ter, ‘working alone in the forest at 
Toolangi, Victoria. On the day of his 
Majesty’s funeral W. H. Luly, crowa 
lands bailiff, was walking through 
the dense forest just about 2 o'clock.

Prof. Brock, Just Returned from. Hud. 
son Bay Country, Says there are 
Vast Areas of Land Suitable for 
Farming—There is an Abundance 
of Water Suitable for Power and 
Other Purposes. 


Ottuwa.—That the country through 
which tne new Hudson Bay railway 
will run possessés agriculturai and 
mineral possibilities that need only 
railway facilities to open them up 
was the substunce of an interview 
given by Prof. k. W. Brock, director 
of the geological survey, who has just 
returned from a trip on which he ac- 
compunied Karl Grey through the 
north country. 

“While I had not time to make a 
thorough examination of any kind,” 
said Prof. Brock, “1 noticed one prom- 
ising looking belt on the Echimamish 
river, up which we went. It was 
about 130 miles long. There has_ of 
course been no prospecting in this dis- 


trict owing to the difficulties in trans-. 


portation. The railway, however, will 
supply a splendid base for this work, 
and several of the inlets afford great 
opportunities for it. 

s regards agriculture, the country, 
of course, does not offer such advan- 
tages as does the prairie, still there 
is a lot of land that could be used 
for farming north of Lake Winnipeg 
particularly. It would, however, need 
experimental work to decide this ques- 
tion fully. 

“There is any amount of water 
power available all through the coun- 
try that is capable of development, the 


Nelson river itself being one of the! 
biggest in the world in this respect.’’{ 


Jhat do you think of the proposed 
route of the Hudson Bay railway? Is 
the country a hard one for railroad- 
ing?” was asked. 

“Our route,” said Prof. Brock, ‘‘lay 
somewhat south of the location of the 
road, but I do not think the district 
offers many difficulties for railway 
work. There are muskegs, of course, 
but these are to be found in northern 
Ontario where the Temiskaming & 
Northern Ontario operates, and on the 
Transcontinental, too.” 

Prof. Brock is the only member of 
Earl Grey’s party so far returned to 
Ottawa. He is preparing a report on 
the geological features of the country 
through which he passed, for a sur- 
vey. 


ASK DAMAGES FROM G. T. P. 


Eighty-Five Writs Have Been Issued 
in the Supreme and District 
. Courts for Fire Loses. 

Edmonton.—Fifty-two writs have 
been issued in the district court 
against the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
wey company and 33 writs in the su- 
preme court against the same com- 
pany demanding damages for loss by 
fire a year ago when the big prairie 
fire swept the country in the neighbor- 
mien of Viking on the line of the G. 


These writs were taken out by 85 
settlers who lost a 
amount of goods through the fire, 
dumage to surface soil, growing tim- 
ber, fencing, cord wood, hay’ and 
straw. 


It is claimed ‘that the company hed} 


not sufficient fire guards along the 
right-of-way, and that the servants 


* of the company started the fire by not 
‘taking care while they kindled a fire- 


during the dry season, thereby allow- 
ing it to get away from them. 

The fire started on the 23rd of Sept. 
of last year and raged for several days 
between Viking and Vogreville, doing 
a large amount of damage an result- 
ing in the death of one child. 

The writs do not claim damages for 
anv very large amounts, the largest 
being two for the sum of $2,000, the 
maiority being for sums of $100 and 
$500.

Beverly, Muss.—Formal steps look- 
ing to the opening of negotiations for 
a reciprocity treaty with Canada have 
been taken by President Taft, who hag 
secured the consent of the British am- 
bassador, Rt. Hon. J. Bryce, 
direct communications _ between , the 
United States and the Dominion gov- 
ernment, 

The announcement of this fact was 
made following the publication of the 
president’s intention to open negotia- 
tions early in October. * It is the presi- 
dent’s hope now that the latter part of 
October will find the negotiations in 
full swing. 

Important developments may grow 
,out of the affair, having a direct bear- 
ing upon the general tariff of the 
United States, particularly if the 
treaty finally negotiated should grant 
to Canadian exports to the United 
States a lower rate of duty than is 
provided for in the Payne-Aldrich law, 

This is «ne of the problems the 
president will be called upon to deal 
with. Should a reciprocity treaty fin- 
ally be agreed upon to make these 
‘concessions to Canada, the effect of 
its ratification by the senate would 
! seemingly be to repeal the Payne- 
Aldrich law insofar as it affects Can- 
ada, 

The president’s view of this is that 
a treaty is the law of the land, and as 
treaty-making power may cover all 
subjects, there is no reason why _ it 
may not include the tariff.
